The other case is that of intervenors 
who ask for a coreceiver to work with 
the Central Bank and Trust Corpora- 
tion, and that the clearing house asso- 
ciation and the Trust Company of 
Georgia be made parties defendant in 
the case through the issue of $200,000 
in certificates to the Neal bank, on 
which the Trust company holds $295,- 
000 in securities. 

The intervenors claim that this col- 
lateral should be turned over to the 
Central Bank and Trust Corporation 
for collection to be divided among the 
depositors. 

Judge Ellis has ordered that the re- 
ceiving company credit to a note of 
$557.21 against the Central Congrega- 
tional church, $169.34 had on deposit 
when the bank failed. 


Answer Filed by Receiver. 


The Central Bank and Trust Com- 
pany, receivers for the Neal bank, filed 
an answer to the intervention of 58S. 
Booth and others, who desire to have a 
coreceiver appointed and the clearing 
house certificate securities turned over 
to the receiver for collections. In this 
it is denied that the Clearing House 
Association is a body corporate. The 
validity of the Trust Company of Geor- 
gia’s claim on the collateral is termed 
a question to be settled by the court, 
although it is held that the title to this 
is in the Neal bank. 

It is alleged that the Trust company 
collected $29,000 on this collateral, and 
the receivers believe that this amount 
has been credited to the Neal debt. 

Further it is admitted that the dif- 
ferent banks belonging to the Clearing 
House Association are bound for pay- 
ment on the unpaid certificate debt, 
and that the Central bank and Trust 
Corporation is a member of the asso- 
ciation.
